Aboot tk* Frightful Wreck. 


From Monday's Dally. 


As stated in our issue on Saturday af- 


ternoon, William T. Dlllebunt departed 
for Indianapolis at noon on that day to 
learn the condition of bis unfortunate 
brother, Ben. W. Dillehunt, who SB now 
at his-home at No. 80 North New Jersey 
street in Indianapolis. William was ac- 
companied by his mother, Mrs. M. A. 
Dillehunt, Henry W. Elwood and Miss 
Katie Buchart, sister of the injured man's 
wife. 


This morning Mr. Elwood returned 


home, and from him we learn the follow- 
ing additional particulars of the fearful 
accident: As stated, the collision took 
place on the Vandalia railroad, nine miles 
west of Terre Haute, Ind., on Friday 
morning at 3 30 o'clock, between an extra 
west-bound passenger train and an east- 
bound freight train, and was causad by 
the careless reading or transmission of a 
train order. The two trains were going 
at full speed and came together with 
crushing force on a trestle-work bridge, 
69 feet high, which spans a ravine called 
Clear Creek. There was a long postal 
car behind the passenger engine, in which 
Ben Dillehunt and two other clerks were 
at work, and it was split in two from end 
to end, one side falling off the bridge lo 
the ground, 09 feel below, the other part 
going over on the other side. Ben went 
down on one side of the bridge, two 
freight cars, heavily loaded with grain, 
going down with terrible fores with him. 
It is impossible for Ben to tell how it 
happened, but be lived an age ia those 
brief moments, and when he struck the 
earth, face down, he found himself be- 
tween the freight cars. They came to- 
gether at the bottom of the creek, and 
caught his right leg between the bumper 
frame, crushing the limb about halfway 
between the knee and trunk of the body. 
He thought bis last moment on earth had 
come, and as he felt his limb break and 
heard the fearful crash he thought of 
home, and cried out "Good bye Gus and 
Les.," (these being the names of his wife 
and child.) He then became insensible, 
and lay there in the debris, alone and un- 
seen, for forty minutes before be was dis- 
covered and tenderly removed to 
a 


farm 
house near by, where surgeons 


from Terre Haute examined the injured 
man. 
He had received a compound frac- 


ture ol the thigh Ibone, and it was found 
necessary to amputate about three inches 
of the upper part of the shine. The lower 
paitwas thea diawn upwnrd, and the 
limb was set nad bandnged. Ben was 
then taken to Teire Haute, where he was 
placed in a special car, aud accompanied 
by several surgeons,from there was taken 
to his v.ife and home; at Indianapolis. He 
suffered great agony on the way, but 
through it all he displayed the greatest 
possible fortitude and courage. At home 
he received every possible attention and 
timely care from a large number of broth- 
er postal clerks and railroad officials, and 
on Sunday forenoon the Vandalia Com- 
pany ordered four of the most eminent 
surgeons of Indiana to attend Ben and 
give him the full benefit of their skill and 
experience. They did so; the bandages 
were removed, and tbe break was sub- 
jected to the closest scrutiny. The limb 
was straightened ; the broken bones were 
pulled farther apart, the surgeons being 
of the opinion that the break would heal 
more quickly. 
While the surgeons were 


at work poor Ben suffered fearfully, but 
would take nothing to alleviate the pain. 
He was resting as comfortably as could 
be expected last night when Mr. Elwood 
left him. In addition to tbe break Ben is 
badly bruised about the limbs and a part 
of his body, bui. it is not thought that be 
is seriously injured internally. He has 
suffered a great shock to his nervous sys- 
tem, 
which is plainly apparent. If he 


has good|luck, does not take cold, and 
gangrene does not set in, he will be OD his 
feet by next spring, but be will be a 
cripple for life 
The sad occuirence has 


excited much interest among tbe many 
fiiends of Ben and his relatives in Deca- 
tur, and all are hopeful that he will come 
out all right. He is a member of the 
Decatur Guards, of which organization he 
wus the first Orderly Sergeant.

Miss Buchart are etui in Indianapolis, 
and will probably remain there several 
days or weeks.

The mail matter in tbe shattered postal 


car was scattered about and much of it 
was badly damaged. On Sunday morning 
the publishers of the REPUBLICAN receiv- 
ed two of their office cards which went 
down with the car. Ben got these cards 
at this office while here on a visit some 
months ago, and used them in bis car. 
They are blackened and dented, showing 
that they must have fallen under the 
wreck, from which they were taken and 
forwarded by the postal clerks. On one 
end of one of the cards is written in vio- 
let ink, "McLean and Shaw, Agt." and on 
the face of each is stamped in black let- 
ters, "Accident on R. R." Robert Mc- 
Clelland also got a letter from the wreck 
addressed to him from Brazil, lei. It is 
also badly soiled. A

He says that to suppose tha 


these claims would be countenanced i 
an imputation upon the loyalty of th 
Democratic party, and so far as i 
touches him he denounces it. He says 
that if he were president he would veto 
all the legislation providing for consid 
oration or payment of such claims 
Gen. Hancock also deigns to say that 
the heresy of secession is dead—went 
down forever in the wreck of the con- 
federacy—an assumption in which thon 
sands of his party will differ with him, 


This letter of Gen. Hancock will re- 


call to the public mind the letter ol 
Mr. Tilden npon the same subject, writ- 
ten just before the election of 1876. 
In that letter Mr. Tilden took just as 
strong grounds against the payment of 
rebel claims as Gen. Hancock baa in his 
letter, but while its effect was not suffi

I had much rather see him 
said for all bis services rendered to the 
Confederacy than to see a man Presi- 
ent that he could control. In other 
rords, I would rather receive charity 
ban make laws. I can hardly under- 
land why Gen. Haaoook should make 
aste to say that he will veto any bill 
or the payment of such claims or for 
he pecsioning of Confederate soldiers. 
)f course he knows that the Democrat- 
o party of the South is altogether too 
atriotic to pass any such laws. Why 
honld he agree to veto laws that ne 
must know will never pass ? I cannot 
onvmce myself that he would consent 
0 be a candidate of a party that he 
ears will pass such laws. 
How came 


le to suspect that suoh laws might be 
lassed ? Certainly the people of this 
lountry know the Democratic party as 
well as they know him. He is not in a 
>osition to inform us anything about

SOLDIER. 


THE stuffed census naturally does 


most for the bulldozers' paradise in 
Mississippi—Yazoo county. It would 
not be much of a paradise for anybody 
but a bulldozer. It baa a sandy soil, 
not fit to raise more than a quarter of 
a bale of cotton to the acre. 
The peo- 


ple are thriftless, lazy, improvident, and 
poor. 
The whites chiefly drink whisky, 


chew tobacco, and kill niggers for a liv- 
ing, and the blacks try to save enough 
money to enable them to move away. 
But Yazoo. though it has no other in- 
dustries to speak of, has been remarka- 
bly industrious about the census. Its 
population has increased (according to 
returns made by democratic enumera- 
tors) from 17,270 in 1870 to 35,000 in 
1880, a gain of 100 per cent. 
Every 


other county in Mississippi has made a 
surprising gain, but none of them has 
equaled Yazoo, which is easily the ban- 
ner county of th« state. Whether there 
is any necessary connection between the 
fact that Yazoo is famous tor political 
intolerance, democratic deviltry, and 
murder, and the other fact that great 
and sudden accessions to its population 
as reported, we are not quite prepared 
to say. 
It may be that rampant law- 


lessness attracts immigration in 
the 


south. 
Thero has been no noticeable 


demand for Yazoo farms among Euro- 
pean immigrants, but it may be that 
natives of the south have nocked to 
Yazoo from other counties and states 
to be on hand for the next shooting-bee. 
This- theory would account for the gain 
but for the fact that no other county 
or state in the south has shown any 
considerable loss of population. They 
have all grown, only the bulldozed coun- 
ties have grown most. It must be that 
there are special multiplying properties 
in the shotguns and navy revolvers that 
the ''eminent citizens" of Yazoo carry 
about them.

General Hancock says "to suppose 


that Rebel claims, or claims in the in 
terest of persons who were in rebellion, 
can in any way or in any degree be 
countenanced, is an imputation of dis- 
loyalty such as used to be made against 
Democrats even when they were in 
arms defending the country."

claims have been countenanced in this 
way and to this degree — that the files 
of both houses of Congress are loaded 
with bills providing for their payment,

The issue should be kept clear. The 


danger to th: Treasury, as Senator Ed- 
munds recently reminded the North,- is 
not of the payment of "debts or obli- 
gations incurred in aid' of the rebel- 
lion, or of claims for slaves, but of the 
payment to disloyal persons of claims 
for the use or destruction of property 
by the Union armies. 
These latter 


claims are not barred by the Fourteenth 
Amendment, and may be ordered to be 
paid at any time if the Democrats in 
Congress can repeal the existing provi- 
sion of law forbidding payments to dis- 
loyal claimants. Bills are now pend- 
ing in both houses to effect that repeat. 
We respectfully direct General Han- 
cock's attention to this statement.

The Wabash Railway. 


Chicago Tribune 


The officials of the Wabash rail- 


way have concluded a contract with 
Col. Ralph Plumb, for the construc- 
tion of the first section of a new line 
of railroad from Chicago to Peoria. 
The project contemplates an air line 
between the two cities. The 
pro- 


moters of the enterprise state that the 
present routes between Chicago and 
Peoria are circuitous. The propos- 
ed branch will diverge from the new 
Chicago line of the Wabash at the 
point \vhere it cresses the Kanka- 
kee river, following thence an almost 
air line to Peoria, reducing the dis- 
tance by rail between the two cities 
a considerable number of miles. The 
contract awarded on yesterday stip- 
ulates that eighteen miles of the 
road from the Kankake*s, >er chall 
be graded, bridged, a ad i4^B1 J in 
sixty days from date. The ^.^des 
are not difficult, and the cost of the 
new road is estimated at §12,000 
per mile. The officers of the Wa- 
bash say that the completion of thia 
air line will enable the people of 
Peoria to leave home in the morning 
sojourn in Chicago five or six hours, 
and return to Peoria before twilight 
of the same day, instead of being 
obliged as at present, to spend a 
night in the city. The Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific and the Chi- 
cago & Alton companies are already 
devising measures for meeting and 
throttling this new and audacious 
competitor.

GRANT AT WARREN, 


Pull Text of his .'Speech at 


the Great Demonstra- 


tion Yesterday. 


Senator CNtiiif, Simon Cameron and 


Gen, Logan in Attendance. 


OTHEB NEWS OF INTKBBST. 


WARREN, O., September 23.—A Re- 


publican mass meeting was held here 
to-day, and large crowds came early 
from all directions on heavily loaded 
railway trains and multitudes of vehi- 
cles from all tbe country roads. 
The 


town was profusely decorated. 
The 


procession was very long, in which were 
large, delegations 
from 
surrounding 


towns, with many bands of music. Sen 
stor Conkling arrived quietly last even- 
ing, coming by way of Aahtabul.i. 
He 


declined a serenade, and was seen by 
but few. Gen. Grant, Gen Logan, Si- 
mon Cameron and others aimed this 
afternoon by a special train, and were 
given an enthusiastic reception at the 
depot. 
The Wigwam, estimated to hold 


5,000. was especially built for 
the 


speaking, and several stands were erect- 
ed for overflow meetings 


The procession escorted the distin- 


guished orators to the Wigwam, which 
was speedily filled, and two overflow 
meetings were organized outside. 


Gen. 
Graiit was introduced as Presi- 


dent oi the main meeting, and said : 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN :—I hope 


we may be able to have qaiet and order 
here. 
It is not important, as far as 


anything that I will have to say to you 
is conoerned, because I shall not be able 
to make many of you hear, but after 
me comes a speaker whom I know you 
will all be glad to hear, and you can do 
so by keeping quiet and orderly. 
Not 


being accustomed to speaking publicly, 
I have drawn off a few words tbnt I 
will say in 'advance of the gentleman 
who is to follow me. 
(Taking a roll of 


-manuscript from bis pocket.) 
In view- 


of the known character and ability of 
the speaker who is to address yon to- 
day, and his long public career and as- 
sociation with the leading statesmen of 
the country for the past twenty years, 
it would not be becoming m me to de- 
tain you wito many remarks of my own, 
but it may be proper for me to account 
to you on tho first occasion of my pre- 
siding at a political meeting for the 
•'faith that is in me." 
I am a Repub- 


lican, as the two great pohtioal parties 
are now divided, becauss the Republi- 
can party is a National party, seeking 
the greatest good of tho greatest nnm 
her of citizens of the tnure country. 
There is not a precinct in this vast Na- 
tion where a Democrat cannot cast bis 
ballot and have it counted, no matter 
ivhat the predominance of the opposite 
party. 
He can proclaim his political 


opinions, even if he is only one among 
a thousand, without fear and without 
proscription on account of his opinion.
